ADDRESS 


OF 


HON. HORTON D. WALKER, MAYOR, 


AT THE 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 
January 2, 1872. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL: 


We have been chosen by the free suffrage of an intelli- 
gent constituency, to manage the affairs and to advance the 
interests of our beloved city for the current municipal 
year. 

I feel myself under the deepest obligations to my fellow 
citizens for their renewed and continued expressions of 
confidence in honoring me for the fourth time with the 
highest office at their disposal. 

It will be my earnest endeavor as well as my highest 
ambition (with your assistance and co-operation) to show 
to them that the confidence reposed in me has not been 
misplaced, or unappreciated. We have taken the prescribed 
oath and invoked the divine blessing upon us, and by our 
presence have signified our acceptance of the trust thus 
confided to us. 

The best and highest interests of our city should be our 
aim, the rights of every citizen should be sacredly guarded 
and protected, and the wants of the humblest individual 
thoughtfully and carefully considered. Animated by these 
high motives we may devise and execute measures for the 
general good of all. 
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FINANCES. 


The condition of our finances will be among the many 
things that will particularly claim our attention. The debt 
of the city, all of which is funded, amounts to $247,500. 
There are available assets to materially reduce this amount. 
The debt coming due this year is $33,700, which can be 
provided for without taxation, by State Bonds soon to issue 
under the law for reimbursing municipal war expenditures. 
Under this law it is expected, that about $60,000 in State 
Bonds will be deposited with this city, to be used wholly 
and exclusively for the reduction of the city debt. The 
State Tax paid by this city has been for several years past 
$30,078 per year, being about half of one per cent. on the 
assessors’ valuation. For the coming year it will be only 
one-half of that sum, namely $15,039. And while I would 
urge the most rigid economy in all of the expenditures 
consistent with the best interests of the city, our appropri- 
ations the coming year should be sufficient to meet all the 
necessary requirements of the several departments. 


STREETS, SEWERS AND SIDEWALKS. 


The Street department comes more directly under the 
eye of the public than almost any other of the city. And 
among the many items which go to make up the list and 
swell the expenses of our municipal government, but few 
are necessarily greater than those of our streets. The 
great amount of work to be done in the various portions 
of the city, in repairing and grading streets, extending 
sewers, cleansing gutters, directing watercourses, &c., is 
sufficient to call forth the best energies of our efficient 
Street Commissioner. Much has been done to improve 
the condition of our streets within the last ten years. Still 
much more is yet to be accomplished before it can be said 
that our streets are in good order. I am informed by our 
Street Commissioner that the powerful rains which we had 
late in autumn, greatly damaged our streets, which, owing 
to the lateness of the season have not been repaired. This 
department is also necessarily expensive, from the fact that 
the material for repairing has to be brought from a great 
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distance. The gravel in close proximity to the city has 
been nearly if not quite all used, and thus we have been 
obliged to look elsewhere for a supply. The Stone Crush- 
er which was purchased and put in operation the past year 
proved defective and so much time elapsed before it could 
be repaired, that it can hardly be said to have demonstrated 
its utility, and may perhaps be regarded in the light of an 
experiment. Still I am informed by the Street Commis- 
sioner that on the small part of Islington Street upon which 
the crushed stone has been used it has proved a success. 
The travel upon the main thoroughfares has greatly in- 
creased within a few years. Owing to the heavily loaded 
teams which are almost constantly in our streets, wearing 
them down and making deep ruts in spring and autumn, 
constant care is required to keep them in order. The 
rough and uneven streets which we could tolerate in for- 
mer years, will not satisfy the increasing growth and pros- 
perity of our city. The wealth of our people, the reputa- 
tion of our city and the comfort and convenience of the 
travelling public must all be consulted. Something has 
been done the past year in the way of sewerage, and still 
more will be necessary during the coming season. Our side- 
walks as a whole are ina very good condition ; still they will 
need our care; the repairing, relaying and extending new 
walks will be presented to your consideration from time te 
time, and I trust these several departments will receive at 
your hands that attention which their importance demands. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT, 


The Police department of a city is one of the utmost 
importance, as upon its efficiency the inhabitants are largely 
dependent for their comfort and safety. It is evident that 
its moral power must exceed its physical power and that 
the character of the police has much to do with the char- 
acter of the city. It should be composed of men of good 
moral character, men of cqurage, men of decision, men of 
sound judgment, always ready to act. Each member should 
so conduct himself as to command the respect of all. From 
the best information I can obtain, our police have sustained 
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the good name which has heretofore been awarded to them, 
and while we may justly claim for our city greater exemp- 
tion from thieves and burglars than most cities, owing in 
a great degree to the etticiency of our police, still eternal 
vigilance is the only price of oursafety. I earnestly invoke 
on behalf of the police force. which may be appointed the 
present year, your countenance and your support, and the 
support of all good citizens, to sustain them in their ardu- 
ous and unpleasant duties. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The Fire department, to which our citizens are so largely 
indebted for the protection of public and private property, 
Iam pleased to say, is in a highly satisfactory condition. 
We have three steamers and two hand engines, with all 
their appurtenances, and with the 1000 feet of hose already 
voted to be purchased, it may be said to be in excellent 
order. Much improvement has been made in this depart- 
ment under the efficient head of our Chief Engineer. The 
several companies are well officered and manned, and when- 
ever called out have done effective service, characterized 
by a will that defied the devouring element. This depart- 
ment is composed principally of young men of energy, who 
know their duty and are ready to do it. It is necessarily 
sustained at very great expense, but when we take into 
the account the large amount of property protected, the 
security felt by our citizens, knowing that we have a well 
organized and efficient body of firemen ready at all times 
to devote their time and labor, and to peril their lives if 
necessary for the protection of property, it more than com. 
pensates for the whole expense attending it. The tax-pay- 
ers will not probably object to an appropriation necessary 
to keep this department in good condition. And on the 
other hand if the firemen are properly encouraged in their 
arduous duties, they will feel it incumbent on them, not 
only to aid in the protection of property, but by their 
influence and example to sustain such wholesomeregulations 
as are essential to its efficiency. Ina city like ours, where 
the buildings are largely composed of combustible material, 
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much anxiety is unavoidably felt during the dry season, 
nut only on account of the rapidity with which fire would 
spread, but more especially on account of the scarcity of 
water. For several years past we have been highly favored 
by a kind Providence, “but as in the time of peace we 
should prepare for war,” so in a time of apparent safety 
we should prepare for danger, and I am pleased to learn 
that steps have already been taken to secure if possible a 
greater supply of water for some portions of the city, and 
I would most earnestly recommend the building of at least 
two reservoirs the coming season. This seems to me to 
be absolutely necessary and I would most respectfully and 
earnestly commend this subject to your careful attention. 
I think the suggestion or recommendation of the Chief 
Engineer is a good one, that a pair of horses should be kept 
in close proximity to the steamers, with harness on during 
the night, (if thought necessary,) as a few moments’ delay 
in reaching the fire might result in a severe conflagration. 
I have thus dwelt at some length upon this subject, because 
I deem it of such vital importance to the safety of our city. 


ALMSHOUSE AND CITY FARM. 


The management of this department is directly under 
the control of a Board of Overseers, the Mayor being 
Chairman. But its interests are so closely connected with 
the interests of the city, that I cannot fail to speak of them. 
In a recent visit to the institution I am pleased to say that 
I found it a pattern of neatness, excellent discipline, and per- 
tect order throughout, which are evidences of the superior 
skill and good management of Mr. and Mrs. Haven L. Scott, 
who are its efficient head. There are nearly forty inmates 
in the institution at the present time. Five are over ninety 
years of age, and require much attention and care to make 
their brief stay comfortable; there are several who are far 
advanced in life, all of whom appear happy and well cared 
tor. The buildings gre generally in good repair, except 
the barns situated at the northwest of the institution. 
These need repairs ; the roofs must be shingled and other- 
wise put in order, and I would recommend that the small 
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harn (so called) be moved so as to join the eastern end of 
the other barn, virtually making but one; this I believe 
would save much time and labor in handling the hay. The 
stock on the farm looks thrifty and healthy and well cared for. 
The farm has yielded an abundant harvest in everything ex- 
cept in hay and apples, these crops being diminished. 


OUR SCHOOLS. 


There is no department of the public service of such vi- 
tal interest to our community as our commonschools. Who 
can doubt that money appropriated for the advancement of 
public education is wisely invested, and yet there are many 
persous to be found in almost every town and city who are 
wanting in a just appreciation of our public schools, and 
are sure to censure those who advocate any expenditure 
of money which must be provided for by taxation to meet 
the actual wants of the department. Buta brighter day 
has dawned upon us, and the cause of education begins to 
receive from us that aid and sympathy which its importance 
demands. It is gratifying to know that our schools are in 
a flourishing condition, and will compare favorably with 
those of other cities. We have a faithful corps of teach- 
ers, who are untiring in their efforts to promote the cause 
of education. Theirs is a work of much patience and hard 
labor, and they are justly entitled to the aid and sympathy 
of every true friend of the cause. I commend this depart- 
ment to your earnest consideration. 


THE HEALTH OF OUR CITY. 


We have reason for devout thankfulness to a kind Prov- 
idence for the general health which has prevailed in our 
city during the past year. The desvlating scourge, which: 
has visited so many places, has not been permitted to come: 
nigh us. Our Health Committee cannct be too vigilant in: 
the discharges of their duties as the warm geason ap+ 
proaches, as upon the cleanliness of our city depends in a 
great degree its health and prosperity. The natural advan- 
tages of our city are great. 

We have one of the finest harbors ia the country.. Our 
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society is intelligent, our schools are excellent, our 
churches large and commodious, our hotels are unsurpassed 
by any in the land, our streets are clean, well lighted and 
abound with beautiful shade trees, our city combines both 
city and country, and has already become one of the most 
popular watering places for pleasure seekers during the 
warm season. 


CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen:—I have thus presented a few thoughts 
for your consideration, more perhaps in the form of 
suggestions than recommendations, from the fact that all 
the Board of Aldermen, with one exception, have served the 
past year, and the other gentleman has had large experi- 
ence in former years. It is also gratifying to me that a ma- 
jority of the members of the council are returned; and I 
would add in this connection, that it may be regarded as an 
evidence of your fidelity and faithfulness in the discharge 
of duty. 

Gentlemen, to us is committed the safety, comfort and 
convenience of this entire population. Let us be zealous 
in the performance of all our duties, seeking that wisdom 
which can only direct us aright in all things, and so influ- 
ence us in all our acts that we may have an approving con- 
science. 

And Gentlemen, permit me here to express the hope 
that I shall have your sympathy, your co-operation, and your 
forbearance, in the duties which are before us, and that 
nothing may occur to disturb the harmony of our deliber- 
ations.

To the Board of Mayor and Aldermen : 


On the Ist day of January, 1871, only one action was 
pending in the Supreme Judicial Court in which the City 
was interested, viz: 

Petition of Simon Marston and others for the extension 
of Wibird Street. This petition was filed Nov. 15th, 1870, 
returnable at the January term; whenit was continued for 
notice, the original notice being defective, and at the April 
term, the petitioner was dismissed; the City recovering 
costs of the petitioners to the amount of nine dollars, 
which amount has been paid to the city. 

February 24th, 1871, a suit in equity was commenced by 
the Rockingham Ten Cents Savings Bank against the City 
of Portsmouth. This suit is brought to restrain the City 
from collecting a tax assessed on PltfPs Banking House on 
Market street; the action has been continued until the 
October term, 1871, when it was transferred to the Law 
Term and is to be decided by the full bench. 

On the seventeenth day of November, 1871, John Stack 
commenced an action against the City to recover damages 
for injuries he sustained by reason of an alleged defect in 
a highway, and the action is still pending. 

I respectfully recommend that the owner of the land 
where Mr. Stack claims he was injured, be notified that a 
suit has been commenced against the City, and they pro- 
pose to hold him responsible for all the loss, cost or dam- 
age which may come to them by reason of such suit.

CHIEF ENGINEER OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1871. 


To His Honor the Mayor and City Councils : 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the ordinance defining 
the duties of Chief Engineer, [ herewith present the an- 
nual report of the condition of the Fire Department, a list 
of the fires which have occurred during the past year, the 
amount of property belonging to the City, under my charge, 
and a list of reservoirs, wells, water stops, and hydrants, 
with their location. 

The Engine Houses are all in good condition. Steamer 
No. 1, has been thoroughly repaired during the past year 
at an expense of $1183.54, and now I consider it a better 
Engine than when new. 

Steamers Nos. 2 &3, are in good order, and the Hand 
Engines also, which I have found very useful in holding a 
fire in check while the steamers are getting ready to work. 

The Hook & Ladder truck and its apparatus are in good 
order. 

There are 5,250 feet of Steamer hose, 3,250 feet of 
which is reliable, and 1800 feet of Hand Engine hose, 600 
feet of which is nearly new. We have purchased the past 
year 600 feet of Rubber Lined Linen hose, and 1000 feet 
more is to be added, which I have just purchased, being au- 
thorized by the Board of Mayor and Aldermen so to do, 
which cost $1.50 per foot, and will give us an ample supply 
for the present. 

An Express wagon has been purchased to furnish coal 
for the steamers at fires. Water has been carried into 
Engine House No. 6, where it was much needed in washing 
hose, &c. 
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T would call your attention to the fact that the Reservoirs 
on Austin, School, and Pleasant streets, and Haymarket 
Square, can only be filled to the crown, as above that the 
water leaks out. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the need of 
the following articles for the Fire Department, some of 
which I have already recommended. 

An Alarm Bell is much needed on the Cabot Street school 
house. <A suitable house for the Hook & Ladder truck. I 
would ask that the City horses be kept in readiness at all 
times in case of fire. 

The most needed for the benefit of the public and Fire 
Department is more water, more especially in the Western 
portion ofthe City. There are only 6 Reservoirs which do 
not depend on the river for supply, and which the steamers 
can draw from, andas there are a great many wooden build- 
ingsin the city, the Department find it impossible to go to 
a fire and lay 1400 fect of hose and get a stream of water 
on before the fire has made great headway ; that amount of 
hose has been used at every fire during the past two years, 
with the exception of the Catholic Church fire, when 600 
feet were used to reach the fire with 2 streams from the 
Austin Street reservoir, that reservoir being nearest to the 
fire, which saved us from a large conflagration. Itis almost 
impossible to manage a fire with the water so tar away, as 
alarge amount of time is lost in passing orders, and also a 
large amount of water is wasted by the bursting of the hose. 

I would respectfully ask that immediate action be taken 
to procure a better supply of water early in the spring. 

In assuming the office of Chief Engineer I determined 
that no effort or time should be spared on my part to eco- 
nomically increase the efficiency of the Department; and I 
have the proud satisfaction of knowing that in the efforts 
put forth in this direction, I have always been seconded by 
the honorable Gentlemen who have been appointed on the 
Committee on Fire Department the last two years. 

Believing that our City Government and the citizens gen- 
erally esteem it a privilege as well as a right fo have an 
opportunity to see at least once a year the apparatus of _ 
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the Fire Department in line for the purpose of inspection 
and review, and believing it would induce an additional in- 
terest in those having it in charge to have an opportunity 
once in ayear to present their work for inspection and to 
know that their efforts to keep up the looks of the appara- 
tus as well as its efficiency for service, to a height of ex- 
cellence standard, that will be appreciated by the public, 
I would suggest that some day be set apart in the month 
of September in each year for a general inspection and re- 
view of the entire Department. 

In conclusion, I take this opportunity to tender my sin- 
cere thanks to his Honor the Mayor, Board of Aldermen and 
Members of the Common Council, for their earnest and active 
efforts to promote the interest and efficiency of this Depart- 
ment. To the Board of Engineers for the prompt and 
faithful manner in which they have discharged their duties ; 
also to the officers and members of the several companies 
who have been and are always ready and willing, andI trust 
that our citizens will appreciate their efforts.

OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


FOR THE YEAR 1871. 


To the Hon. the Mayor and Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN : It is the duty of the School Committee to 
make to you an annual report of the Schools in the City, 
the condition of the buildings, the number of the Scholars, 
the cost of teaching, and such other facts as are gathered 
by the Committee from year to year. 

The School Committee consists of eighteen members; 
one third of whom are chosen yearly, thus giving experi- 
ence and stability to the board who have the important 
trust committed to them of moulding the minds and desig- 
nating the course of study that the youth of the City shall 
receive. No higher trust can be placed in any community 
than that of choosing the School Committee, who should 
be careful, considerate persons, not given to frequent 
change, and to whom is committed the selection of Teach- 
ers, the supervision of the schools, and the economical 
expenditure of the city money, yearly appropriated. 

The Schools of the City are, with few exceptions, graded, 
namely : Primary, Intermediate,Grammar and High Schools; 
most of the scholars going step by step, from the Primary 
to the Intermediate, from the Intermediate to the Gram- 
mar, and from the Grammar to the High Schools, and if 
advanced from one grade to another sooner than they should 
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be, they lose the benefit of a good education. The teach- 
ers, parents and children are all anxious to make progress, 
and the children think that going from one school to anoth- 
er of higher grade is promotion, and they are pleased, and 
have a right to be, if they are fully prepared for the ad- 
vance, otherwise they lose much of the advantage of pro- 
motion, their studies become irksome and they feel that it 
would have been much better to have remained another 
year in the school from which they were promoted. The 
promotion of Scholars is one of the most important duties 
of the Committee who promote, and of the Teachers who 
recommend. Some years since, the classes were advanced 
every six months, but they are now advanced yearly, and, 
the Committee think, with advantage both to the teachers: 
and scholars, who can thus be arranged in fewer classes, 
for it takes very much from the efficiency of any teacher 
to have more than three classes, or to teach more than forty 
scholars. A child who would not be anxious about staying 
six months longer in his school, is very desirous to be ad- 
vanced, when he may be detained a year, especially if old 
enough; and he may lose his promotion by not keeping up 
with his class, by want of attention and application on his 
part, or by being thoughtlessly kept at home by his parents, 
er by his own absence from school. A prompt attendance 
at school aids the Teacher, and carries the pupil through 
the school with his class; and no proper judgment of the 
system can be given, except from the acquirements of those 
who have passed regularly through the schools. 

The School-Houses are in excellent order, and are a 
credit to the city. The High School, the Academy, the 
Cabot street and other school-houses may be mentioned as 
showing a liberal spirit on the part of the citizens. The 
Committee have given much time and care in the selection 
of teachers, and much thought in the selection of proper 
books and methods of instruction, which is varied as little 
as possible, and not without much consideration. Any sys- 
tem may be changed readily, but changes are not always 
improvements, and it takes a long time to ascertain the 
result of any marked cliange.

The Committee do not have as many applications as for- 
merly for a change of books, and with the best results; for 
unless a book is really good, it cannot find a place in our 
schools. The following books are used in our schools, 
preparatory for the high schools: Town & Holbrook’s Pro- 
gressive Speller, Hillard’s Readers, Walton’s Arithmetics, 
Addition Cards, Guyot’s Geographies, Quackenbos’ History 
of the United States, Gould Brown’s First Lines in Grammar, 
Cutter’s First Book of Physiology, and Spencerian System 
of Penmanship. Declamation and Composition are taught 
In some of the grammar schools. They are very important 
studies, and should be commenced when the pupil is young. 

The Teachers are tried and faithful, and those who have 
recently entered upon teaching are well qualified and desi- 
rous of excelling. Many of the new teachers are gradu- 
ates of our high schools, and the education which they 
have received is of advantage to their scholars and to our 
citizens generally. 

Mr. Jolin 8. Montgomery is teacher of Writing, and the 
improvement in the writing of the scholars is gratifying to 
the Committee. 

A great change may be noticed within a few years in 
drawing. Many of the manufacturing cities in this vicinity 
have established regular free drawing-schools, from which 
the pupils reap much advantage, and they bid fair in time 
to design and make their own patterns for elegant goods. 
It is no ordinary accomplishment to draw well. One hour 
twice a week devoted to drawing, in the grammar and high 
schools, would add much to the culture of the young and 
enable the most proficient to earn their living. 

Singing arfd Gymnastics occupy the scholars a short time 
during each session, and it would be an important improve- 
ment to the scholars if much more time could be given to 
music, which is an agreeable change, and adds much to the 
cheerfulness and efficiency of the school-room. 

The yearly examination of the schools takes place about 
the middle of February, and the Committee expect parents 
and friends of the scholars to attend these examinations, 
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which are preparatory to the advancement of the pupils to 
a higher grade of school the following July. 

Much care is taken in selecting teachers for the primary 
schools, who have the first charge of the young, and pre- 
pare them for school life. Every one must see that if the 
foundation is well laid, the duty of teachers of a higher 
grade is very much aided. The Committee think that every 
teacher ofa primary school should be every way compe- 
tent, and should be in sympathy with the young child upon 
whose mind the first impression is very lasting. 

In retiring from the School Committee after many years’ 
service, the Chairman thanks the Committee for their aid 
and uniform kindness. I enclose a copy of the School 
Regulations.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF PORTSMOUTH. 


1. Those children only who have been vaccinated and 
who are upwards of five years of age, shall be allowed to 
attend the Public Schools. 


2. All the school-rooms shall be opened and the teach- » 
ers present, five minutes before the time for the session to 
begin, both morning and afternoon. The scholars shall be 
in their seats and the teacher open the services precisely 
at the prescribed hours. 


3. The hour of commencement for the exercises in every 
school holding two sessions daily, shall be at nine in the 
morning and two in the afternoon; the sessions to be con- 
tinued till twelve, noon, and till five, P. M., except during 
the months of November, December, January and Febru- 
ary, when 41-2 o’clock shall be the hour for dismission. 
In Divisional Schools, the sub-committee shall have power 
to make such arrangements as shall be necessary, in dis- 
missing the several divisions in successiom 


4, All the schools will be required to keep the same 
number of hours during the week, whether holding one 
session daily or two sessions. 


5. In each school there shall be, daily, an exercise in 
vocal music and some gymnastic exercises ; and each school 
shall have such recesses as may be deemed expedient by . 
the principal teacher of the school; but such recesses shall 
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not occupy more than twenty minutes to each session, 
including the time of going out and comivg in; and during 
school hours no pupil shall be allowed to go beyond the 
limits of the school ground, without special permission of 
the teacher. 


6. Itis recommended to each teacher to give frequent 
and thorough reviews of the subjects tanght, with exerci- 
ses and illustrations aside from the text-books, 


T. No books shall be used nor studies pursued in any 
school, except the same shall have been ordered by the 
committee. v 


8. A register shall be kept in every school, in which 
shall be recorded the names, ages, dates of admission, daily 
absence and tardiness of the scholars. Hach recitation 
shall be marked on a uniform scale, and deduetions made 
for misconduct, imperfect lessons, absenee, tardiness and 
dismissals ; and the balance, at the end of each month, will 
determine the rank. The record of misdemeanors shall not 
be determined by the report of the scholar. 


9. A written excuse shall be required for each absence 
or tardiness, from the parent or guardian of the pupil. 
Every pupil, in order to obtain a dismissal before the close 
of the session, must bring a sufficient excuse therefor in 
writing, and obtain the consent of the teacher at the open- 
ing of the session. 


10. Each school shall be daily opened with the reading 7 
of a portion of the Holy Scriptures, to be followed by the 
Lord’s Prayer, or an extempore prayer by the teacher. 


11. When any scholar has been absent ten days or more 
within a month, or has became unnecessarily irregular in 
attendance, play truant, or shall in any respect behave in a 
disorderly manner, after reasonable admonition and correc- 
tion, the teacher shall report such pupil to the committee, 
and the pupil shall not be again admitted to any public 
school in the city, without a written order from the chair- 
man of the sub-committee that have the charge of the 
school. | 
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12. The regular time for transferring pupils from one 
school to another shall be at the close of the term immedi- 
ately preceeding the summer vacation, and no transfer shall 
take place at any other time, except by special vote of the 
committee. 


13. Ifafter admission any pupil is found to be not qual- 
ified, and unable to pursue the studies, he shall be sent back 
to the school from whence he came. 


14. The following vacations shall be allowed to all the 
public schools alike: New Year’s Day, Washington’s Birth- 
Day, Fast Day, four days succeeding the February exami- 
nation, one week in May, Ist of June, 4th of July, six weeks 
preceding the first Monday in September, Thanksgiving and 
the rest of the week, and the 24th, 25th and 26th of iene 
ber in each year. 


15. Whenever a teacher is obliged to close his or her 
school, immediate notice shall be given to the committee, 
and no substitute shall be placed in charge of any school 
without the consent of the committee having charge of the 
school. 


16. It shall be the duty of the teacher to use all proper 
means to prevent the throwing of stones or other substan- 
ces in the vicinity of the schools, and to report the offend- 
ers to the committee or police, in case such offences occur 
in going to or returning from school. 


‘17. Any want of neatness in the building or on the 
school premises, shall be immediately reported to the com- 
mittee by the principal teacher, and all teachers shall see 
that their rooms are thoroughly ventilated. 


18. Every pupil, on leaving school, shall obtain a dis- 
charge therefrom in writing, which shall be given by the 
principal teacher when the reasons for leaving are satisfac- 
tory; and no pupil leaving any school in the city shall be 
allowed to become a member of any other public school, 
Without first presenting such discharge, or by order of the 
general committee. 
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19. In all schools in this city, organized under the Di.’ 
visional System, the principal teacher shall have and exer- 
cise all the power as such, making such classification of the 
divisions and such regulations for the discipline, instruction 
and government thereof as he may deem expedient, pro-— 
vided they are not in violation of the regulations of the 
committee. 


20. The qualifications necessary for admission to the In- 
termediate schools are, that the pupil shall be able to read 
fluently in Hillard’s Second Reader; to spell any word to 
page 50 in the Primary Speller ; to recite the addition tables. 
and multiplication tables perfectly ; to write figures hand- 
somely; to add two columns of figures not exceeding six 
in length; to be familiar with the Roman numerals, and to 
divide by one figure. 


21. The qualifications necessary for admission to the 
Grammar Schools are, to be well prepared in Walton’s 
Written Arithmetic as far as page 91; to add the column of 
figures on the Combination Card; to read distinctly and 
with particular reference to the final consonants ;+to spell in 
Town and Holbrook’s Speller as far as page 50, to write 
coarse hand, and to finish Guyot’s Elementary Geography. 


22. Nochild shall be allowed to attend any public school 
unless cleanly in person. 


Books vusep.—Hillard’s Readers, Town & Holbrook’s 
Progressive Speller, Walton’s Arithmetics, Guyot’s Geog- 
raphies, Quackenbos’ History United States, Gould Brown’s 
First Lines in Grammar, Cutter’s First Book in Physiology, 
- and Spencerian System of Penmanship. 


Candidates for the High Schools are required to write a 
fair hand; to make figures plainly ; to understand the rules 
for the use of capital letters and punctuation marks; to 
spell geographical and other names occurring in their ex- 
amination papers, correctly ; and to pass a good examina- 
tion in reading, spelling and geography, with some knowl- 
edge of map-drawing; to parse common sentences cor- 
rectly ; to be well acquainted with the principles of arith- 
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metic as far as to Involution in Walton’s Written Arith- 

metic, but omitting Duodecimals ; to understand the leading 

points in the History of the United States, with Physiology 
as far as page 88 in Cutter’s First Book. 


All teachers offering scholars are requested to send with 
them statistics showing their standing as regards studies 
and deportment, from the day they entered their schools. 


Each candidate must bring a certificate of his vaccinas 
tion, and of the residence of his parents, and come provided 
with a slate or paper and pencil.

HIGH SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

THE Committee of the High Schools for the year 1871,. 
respectfully report :— 

That the Girls’ High School has been for the year under 
the charge of Mr. A. M. Payson, assisted by Miss A. C. 
Morgan. The whole number of the pupils who have at- 


teded not less than two weeks, is 117 
Largest attendance in the year 92 
Present number 82 

Which is divided as follows :— 
4th class 18 
3d class 23 
2nd class 20 
Ist class 21 


A class of eleven completed their course in July last, at 
which time the present “ first” or youngest class entered 
the school. — 

The Boys’ High School has been for the year under the: 
charge of Mr. Lewis E. Smith, assisted by Mr. Stephen W. 
Clark. ‘The whole number of scholars who have attended’ 


not less than two weeks, is 115 
Largest attendance in the year 96 
Present number T1 


Which is divided as follows :—

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In July last a class of nineteen was graduated, twelve of 
whom had completed the four years’ course, and seven the 
three years’ course. 

In these schools instruction is given in Arithmetic, Al- 
gebra, Geometry, Surveying, Astronomy, Natural Philos- 
ophy, Chemistry, Book-keeping, Intellectual Philosophy, 
English reading, Literature, Composition and Declamation, 
and the Latin, Greek and French languages. Greek is 
studied only by the boys who are preparing to enter col- 
lege, and Latin is dropped after the first year, by the boys 
who choose to pursue the three years’ course. The list of 
studies is extensive enough to occupy the pupil many 
years ; but the use and purpose of the public schools is only 
to commence or lay the foundation of a proper education, 
which is to be built upon and completed hereafter. The 
period of instruction in the High Schools, which is necessari- 
ly limited to four years, is too short for the pupil to finish or 
even to make great proficiency in the course here marked 
out. Butitis expected that some who graduate here will 
continue their studies in other institutions, and others, en- 
tering into business or domestic occupations, will complete 
their education according to the requirements of business 
or their personal tastes. We fear that the remainder, who 
lay aside their books and discontinue study on leaving the 
public schools, cannot have received much benefit there- 
from; yet we know of no other system by which their case 
would be materially improved. 

The committee, after very careful observation and con- 
sideration of the subject, are satisfied that the present 
course of instruction in the High Schools is not too broad, 
and that it is well calculated to the attainment of the pur- 
pose for which they were established. Instead of omitting 
any of the studies, we think the pupils should be urged to 
commence and pursue, as far as as possible, all of them. 
There is not one study in the course, which will not be of 
great practical use, at least as a means of knowledge to 
every young person who desires to make any progress be- 
yond the simplest rudiments of learning. 
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Because the instruction of the public schools must nec- 
essarily be rudimentary and imperfect, it is of the greatest 
importance that the schools be so conducted that as large 
an amount of information shall be communicated to the 
pupil as is possible in the time limited for his attendance, 
and that at the same time he shall be trained in such man- 
ner as will best enable him to continue his studies and com- 
plete his education after he leaves the school. The Com- 
mittee desire to commend the teachers for their efforts to 
carry out this view. But we are convinced that the pres- 
ent number of teachers is not enough to produce the best 
results in schools so large as each of the High Schools now 
is. We are aware that the annual appropriation for the 
public schools in the city is very large and liberal; but we 
cannot suppress the wish that a few hundred dollars could 
be saved from some less useful expenditure and applied to 
the maintenance of an additional assistant in each of the 
High Schools. 

Some objection has been made to the present practice of 
holding a single session of the schools, from eight to one 
o'clock, each day. But after careful examination and en- 
quiry as to the wants and wishes of the people most inter- 
ested in the schools, the Committee were unanimously of 
opinion that the present system is highly convenient to a 
large majority of the scholars and their parents; that it is 
not injurious to the scholars who have time and disposition 
to pursue their studies out of school hours, and that a 
return to the old practice of two sessions would exclude 
from the schools many whose parents are under the neces- 
sity of exacting of them a certain amount of daily labor. 

Under the present teachers the Schools are well con- 
ducted, and the demeanor and progress of the scholars has 
been very satisfactory. We recommend no change, except 
an increase in the number of assistants. 

Unfortunately for the schools, the ill health of one mem- 
ber of the committee, which has kept him from active duty, 
and the resignation and removal from the city of the very 
able and highly esteemed Chairman of the board, has for 
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the last six months thrown the whole duty of the ecommit- 
tee upon a single member. He is conscious that this duty 
has, for unavoidable reasons, been very imperfectly per- 
formed. ol
